7 by the Philadelphin Eleetric Company and
by the Crew-Levick Company, producers and
refiners of petroleum. indicate a realization
that Ix enviable situation in the midst of
the produative center of the Middle Atlantic
Btates and at the very gates of Philadel-
phia greatly Increases the valus of Petty's
Islend to Industry of this section of Cha
eountry,

New Jersey shore, Petty's
Island has. a shors frontage nlmost ones

CONTRACTS FOR WAREBHOUSES

The Crew-Levick Company has already
hegotinted for the srection of a long rec.
tangular row of warehouses nlong the north
frontage. In these, owing to the greater de-
mund for olls in conkequence of the Interna-
tional crisix. e ol company will find it
necessary to barrel and store thélr lubrl-
eants for shipment. The Electrie Company
will utilfze their plot for conl storage, since
the extent of thelr storage on Waahington
avenue in South Philadelphia Is proving in-
mdequate, As far as could be nscertained,

The Pennsylvania Rajlroud Company has
under construction a necessary branch line
from the Camden Terminal Division, in Pen:

It will touch the isiatid at the axtreme east
end and will run ulong parailel to the north
shore. communicating with each of the in-
dustries on the island. The branch will be
constructed in cut and earthen embank-
ment. with the exception of about 2500 feet
over the Jersey channel. where a wooden
trestle will be constructed with an elghty-

foot Mear span hascule drawbridge to pro-

The line will be a single track, with a
footwalk on either slde, from the end al
Thirty-uixth street to Petty's Island. River
rond, In Pensauken township, will be ear-

overhead brddge. The contract for the bulld-
ing of the sntire branch was awarded by
the Penneylvanin HRaiiroad to Arthur Me-
Mullen, New York city.

L) ware River hetween the Camden shore on
the Jersey side and Kensington shore on
the Pennsylvania side. It has besn known
by various pames since it han heoli known
st all, skometimes Treaty Island, Falrman,
Bhackamackson Kensington, and lastly
minoe 1760, Petty's Island, after the owner,
John Petty, who was an Indian trader

Previous to 1758 nelther Pennsylvania
nor Jersey had ever claimed ownership of
the Island. In 1768 a Cadwalader Evans

5 had tried to secure a grant of the island
from the crown in England, but falled, And
it was mot until 1782 that a “commission

| for the States of New Jersey and Pennayi-
vanin conferred as to an equitable division

| of the {slands in the Delawars and awarded
Petty's to New JTersey, it belng nearer to the
shore of that State.
